But on no subjeel, perhaps, have men 
been found to indulge greater extremes 
than that of Christian "Perfection,— tl.e 
theme of ihe present Essay. It canrjpt be 
expected, however, that in treating this 
subject we shall enter largely upon the 
different views that have been entertaiued 
respecting it, nor that we. should attempt 
any very elaborate discussion of the sub- 
ject itself in a hasty article of this kind. 
All that can be attempted is to give a 
succinct view of the subject, and correct 
thereby some of the most palpable errors 
which different classes entertain in regard 
to il. 

Wftsius informs us that the term per- 
fection is used in five different senses in 
ihe Scriptures. And according to him 
they may be thus enumerated. I. A 
peifecticn of sincerity. 2. A perfection 
of parts. 3. A comparative perfection. 
4. evangelical peifeetion. 5. A perfec- 
tion -of degree. This last is defined lo 
be thai by which a person performs all 
the commands of God, with the full exer- 
tion of all his powers without the least de- 
fect ; and is supposed to be what is re- 
quired in the passage before us. 

In the further consideration of ihe sub- 
ject, let uS enquire 

I. What is meant by Christian 
PfittFKCtlON ? 

II. is IT ATTAIXABLR ? and 

III. Do ANY ACTUALLY ATTAIN IT? 

L What is meant by Christian 
Perfection ? 

It is proper to remark, here, that the 
subjeel is not understood to require the 
same natural perfection which God pos- 
sesses; nor perfection in knowledge \ not 
entire Jrecdom Jrom temptation] nor even 
the same moral perfection which distin- 
guishes ihe Deiiy. But it is supposed to 
demand implicit obedience to the law of 
God as a rule ol the Christian's life. It 
requires supreme and uninterrupted at- 
tachment to God, and pure, disinterested, 
and impartial benevolence tq men. Or in
